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Newly submitted claims 1, 3-13, 15, 17-19 directed to an invention that Is 
independent or distinct from tlie invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
The claims now recites specific polyvalent metal compound to be selected from calcium 
chloride, magnesium chloride and calcium oxide. This is different and distinct from the 
original claims which require ions selected from calcium, magnesium, aluminum, iron, 
copper, zinc and barium to be in the food without limiting to any specific salt. If the two 
sets of claims were originally presented, they would have been subjected to a 
restriction. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1,3-13, 15, 17-19 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and 
MPEP§821.03. 

Claim 2 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, applicant amends the claim by bracketing the 2 in Zn but does not bracket 
the " Zn"; it is unclear If Zn Is still a limitation In the claim or not. 

Claims 2, 16 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vadlamani etal. 

Vadlamani et al a method of preparing.food to be cooked under heat. The 
method comprises the step of adding metallic compound which is capable of allowing 
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metallic ion to be contained in the foods. The ions are zinc, aluminum or both zinc and 
aluminum. The zinc and aluminum sources are disclosed on column 3 lines 43-50. The 
ion is present at the level of at least about .015% by weight. The food products includes 
noodles, pasta and dough. ( see col. 3 lines 20-43 and the examples) 

The property of decreased content of acrylamide is inherent in the Vadlamani et 
al product because the same ion is present in the food. The food to be cooked under 
heat is also inherent because foods such as noodles, pie, biscuits are cooked before 
consumption. As to claim 16, the preamble recitation of " for decreasing an acrylamide" 
does not limit the claim because the body of the claim following the preamble is a self- 
contained description of the method and does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness. The metal Ions disclosed in Vadlamani et al are the same as the ones 
claimed. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2, 16 and 20 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
